Continuation of 3. NOTE: With respect to claims 1 & 7, rotating a transport pivots a rocket from horizontal to vertical about an axis 
perpendicular to a longitudinal axis. Claims language including "configured to" only requires that the prior art maintain the capability, i.e. 
claim language consisting of functional language and/or intended use phrasing is given little, if any, patentable v^eight as the apparatus 
must merely be capable of functioning, or being used, as claimed. See MPEP 2112.02, 2114. Broadly construed claims 1 & 7 disclose a 
transport with chocks that allow a rocket to pivot. If Morley's cart is picked up a first end, a rocket fastened will pivots. Thus. Merely Is 
configured to pivot a rocket . 
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
